G.S.R. 190.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of Homo Affairs, Department of Omtflal 
Language, Central Hindi Training Institute (Store Keeper, 
Group ‘C‘ Post) Recruitment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come mto force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of post. Its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be us specified in columns 2 to 4 of tbe Sche¬ 
dule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qua¬ 
lifications and other matters relating thereto, shall be as spe¬ 
cified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications.—>No person,— 

in) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mmriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any dasa or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit ;nd other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, tbe Scheduled Tribes Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued bi the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
Jaw applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rules. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consul¬ 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
ca'egory of persons. 

6 . Savings—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations,

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulation, 1950 (hereinafter

(a) after clause (c), tho following clause shall be inserted,

fa) Boiler drum and other cylindrical components having 
internal diameters greater than 600 millimetres shall 
be hydraulically tested on completion of manufac¬ 
ture st the makers’ works in the presence of Ins¬ 
pecting Officer to II times the maximum permissible 
working pressure without indication of weakness 
and defects. 

(b) All components which are not reasonably accessible 
for Inspection after assembly into the boiler or 
have been tested hydraulically prior to welding at 
a pressure less than that specified in sub-regulation 

(a) shall he tested hydraulically to 1J times the 
maximum working pressure before assembly into 
the boiler. 

(c) Tubular products that have been hydraulically tested 
to the required pressure orior to welding or ultra- 
sonlcally tested shall not reauire further hydraulic 
testing as components provided thev were joined 
during assembly by circumferential butt joint which 
have been welded And non-destructivelv tested ai 
per relevant provkions of these regulations.

maintained for 30 'minutes whereupon the pressure 
shall be reduced to maximum allovvable working 
pressure and maintained for sufficient time to 
permit close visual inspection for leakages of the 
pressure parts,

If the plate’s identification mark is unavoidably 
cut out, it shall be transferred by the manu¬ 
facturer to another part of the component to the 
satisfaction of the Inspecting Authority ;

are available for scrutiny ; 


(d) When the end plates are ready for identification 
with the mill certificate, formed to shape with weld 
edges prepared and set on to the cylindrical shell 
in readiness for the circumferential welding ope¬ 
ration. 

(e) When the welding of the end plates to the drum 

or the header is complete and the radiographs or 
ultrasonic examination records are available for 
scrutiny ; 

(f) When each drum or header is prepared to receive 

any compensation plates and attachments and when

(g) When all welding on each drum or header is complete 
the Inspecting Authority will check the records of 
lieat treatment, and mark off of specimens for 
preparation and testing from test plates ;

On alloy 
steel drums thicker than 50 millimetres and high 
carbon steel drums thicker than 100 millimetres 
further non-destructive examination shall be done 
on drums, nozzle and stub weld after stress relief ; 

(i) Any drum having tube holes drilled subsequently to 
the hydraulic lest shall be further examined on 
completion of this work and prior to despatch 
from the manufacturer* work. 

C. Seamless Diums and Headers 

(a) When material is ready for identification with the 

steel makers’ Certificates of manufacture and test, 
also when each cylinder is prepared for forming, 
or welding of separate epd closures and to identify 
test plate material ; 

(b) When each plain shell drum or header is prepared 
to receive compensation plates and attachments and 
a representative number oi stand pipes, lubes or 
tube stubs, are set up ready for welding ; 

(c) When all welding on each drum is complete and the 

radiographs or ultrasonic test records are available 
the Inspecting Authority shall check the record of 
heat treatment and the marking off preparation and 
testing of specimens from test plates ;

On thick drums of high 
carbon or alloy material further non-destructive 
examination shall be done on drum nozzle and stifb 
welds after stress relief. 

D. Tubes and Internal Pipings

with the tube makers’ certificate at the boiler makers’ 
works and at least 10% of tubes and pipes arc set 
up ready for welding ; 

(b) When all welding of tubes or fiipes and their attach¬ 
ments are complete and the nondestructive exami¬ 
nation report/records arc available for scrutiny. 

E. Inspections and tests to be carried out at Steel Makers’ 

Works/Foundry/Forgings Units and the pipe and tube 

makers' woiks by tho Inspecting AuMiori'v : 

1. Slecl Makers Works : 

(a) When the billets, plates, angle,, bars or any other 
parts to be used in the construction of the boilers : 

(ij checking of tho chemistry of steel as per regula¬ 
tion ; 

(ii) marking the test specimen for the mechanical 

tost ; 

(iii) Final testing. 

Nole.—Notwithstanding anything specified above where 
the steel is made by the Well-known Steel Maker 
as recognised under the Indian Boiler Regulations, 
1950 by tho Central Boilers Be ini these test will 
be carried out and certified by the Steel Makers 
themselves and the records maintained.

2. The date for a meeting of the Planning Board, herein¬ 
after referred to as Board, shall be fixed by the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor, who is the Chairman of the Board. 

3. The notice for a meeting of a Board shall be issued by 
the Registrar, designated by the Board of Management as it* 
Member-Secretary, 

4. Ordinarily, a notice in writing of 21 days shall be given 
for a meeting of the Board. Provided that an urgent meeting 
of the Board may he convened by giving a shorter notice for 
reasons to he recorded in writing by the Vice-Chancellor. 

5. The Registrar, designated by the Board of Management, 
as its Member-Secretary, shall circulate, at least 7 days be¬ 
fore the meeting, the notes on the items of the agenda to be 
considered at a meeting. Provided that it shall be open to 
the Chairman, at his discretion, to bring up such items which 
are urgent and important in nature for consideration at the 
meeting itself. 

6. A special meeting of the Board may be convened by the 
Registrar, designated by the Board of Management as Its 
Member-Secretary, if a request to this effect is received in 
writing from not less than l|3rd of the total number 1 of 
members of the Board, on a day to be fixed in consulation 
with the Vice-Chancellor. Members requisitioning such a 
special meeting should indicate the agenda Item(s) which they 
propose to discuss at the meeting, and the special meeting will 
consider only those items. Provided that a special meeting 
shall not be held unless all the members who requisitioned 
such a meeting are present. Provided further that the requisi¬ 
tion shall bo deemed to have been cancelled if there is no 
quorum at such a meeting. 

7. Where a meeting of the Board has been duly convened 
and no quorum is present within half an hour of the time 
appointed for the meeting, the meeting will be adjourned to 
the same day and time in the next week or to such other day 
and at such other time and place, as the members of the 
Board may decide, and notice for the adjourned meeting shall 
he sent to all the members (5 the Board. If no quorum Is 
present at an adjourned meeting within, half an hour of the 
appointed time, the members present shall constitute the quo¬ 
rum. 

8. Where a matter is to be considered by a Board it shall be 
open to the Chairman (V'ce-Chancellor) to obtain the approval 
of the members of the Board by circulation. In thaj event 
the draff resolution shall be circulated together with explana¬ 
tory note's and copies of the papers and documents connected 
therewith and the draff resolution shall be deemed to have 
been approved, if it is signed by a majority of the members of 
the Board. 

9. The conduct of business at a meeting of the Board shall 
be regulated by the Chairman. 

10. Ordinarily all decisions shall be by consensus. However, 
if circumstances so warrant, the Chairman may put a resolu-

11. The minutes of the meeting shall be prepared by the 
Registrar designated by the Board of Management as its 
Member-Secretary, ordinarily within a week's time after the 
date ot meeting, who shall submit the same to the Chairman 
for his approval. The minutes approved by the Chairman 
shall be circulated to the members for their comments. Com¬ 
ments, if any, icceived from the members shall be considered 
at the following meeting before the minutes are confirmed. 

12. The decisions taken at a meeting of the Board may be 
implemented on the basis of the minutes prepared and appro¬ 
ved by the Chairman.

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6 . A special meeting of the Council may be convened 

by the Registrar, designated by the Hoard of Man¬ 
agement as its Member-Secretarv, if a request to this 
effect is received in writing from not less than 
1 /3rd of the total number of member of the 
Council on a day to be fixed in consultation with 
the Vice-Chancellor. Members requisitioning such a 
Special meeting should indicate the agenda item(s) 
which they propose to discuss at the meeting and 
the special meeting shall consider only those items.

7. Where a meeting of the Council has been duly con¬ 

vened and no quorum is present within half an hour 
of the time appointed for the meeting, the meet¬ 
ing will be adjourned to the same day and time 
in the next week or to such other day and at such 
other time and place, as the members of the Coun¬ 
cil may decide, and notice for the adjourned! meet¬ 
ing shall be sent to all the members of the Coun¬ 
cil. If no quorum is present at an adjourned meet¬ 
ing within half an hour of the appointed time, the 
members present shall constitute the quorum. 


8 . Where a matter is to he considered by a council it 
shall be open to the Vice-Chancellor to obtain the 
approval of the members of the Council by circu¬ 
lation, In that event, the draft resolution shall he 
circulated together with explanatory notes and 


copies of the papers and documents connected there¬ 
with and draft resolution shall be deemed to have 
been approved, if it is signed by a majority of the 
members of Council. 

9, The conduct of business at a meeting of Council shall 
be regulated by the Chairman. 

10. Ordinarily all decisions shall be by consensus. How¬ 

ever, if circumstances so warrant, the Chairman may 
put a resolution to vote and the decision shall be 
carried by a majority. In case of a lie, the Chair¬ 
man shall have a casting vote as well, 

11. The minutes of the meeting shall be prepared by the 

Registrar, designated by the Board of Management 
as its Member-Secretary ordinarily within a week’s 
time after the date of meeting who shall submit the 
same to the Chairman for his approval.

G.S R. 199.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President here-

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
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applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expeditnt so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to'be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with tjie Union Public Service Commission, relax 


any of the provisions of theso rules with respect to any call or 
category of persons, 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall effect reecn ation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to bo 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issnod by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 201.—In excicisc of the powers conferred by the 
pioviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession

Prowded that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such petsons and the other party to the marriage 
Rnd that thcie are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the opeiation of this rule. 

5. Power to iclax,—VVheic the Central Government is of
